A significant event affecting the Chamber in 1980 was 
the relocation to new premises in Jackson Square. The 
move of office and club facilities was made smoothly in 
the Spring and we believe their use has amply justified 
our optimistic approach to this project right from the start. 


The financing is, in our opinion, realistic in that only 
one quarter of the cost had to be borrowed. We are most 
appreciative of the generous support provided by our 
members. 


The activities of the Chamber in 1980 continued to be 
influenced mainly by political decisions at all levels of 
government. 


On the broader front, the hope for positive direction 
nationally, as expressed in our past president’s report last 
year, has been frustrated by lack of resolution of the 
issues relating to energy and the constitution while these 
are not matters for current local Chamber attention, the 
implications for industry in our community can be a serious 
future concern. 

The enlargement and upgrading of airport facilities at 
Mount Hope have been under review for some years. We 
were encouraged to learn that funds have now been allo- 
cated by Transport Canada for work to proceed. The 
Chamber will play a constructive role, where appropriate, 
as it considers this project essential to the continuing 
industrial and commercial development of the Region. 

The Chamber’s Transportation and Business Develop- 
ment Committees have been actively following other proj- 
ects — albeit very much in their very initial stages — but 
which will serve as infrastructure to an expanding com- 
munity. These include the Skyway Bridge, the East-West 
and North-South transportation corridors and Rapid Transit. 
The prospect of a new hotel is very much a live issue.

Finally, it would appear that we are moving closer to the 
reality of having an Arena/Trade Centre in Hamilton. 
Financial commitments for support have been made by 
both the Federal and Provincial governments.

We have examined the balance sheet of The Hamilton 
and District Chamber of Commerce as at December 31, 1980 
and the statements of revenues and expenses and surplus and 
changes in cash position for the year then ended. Our exam- 
ination was made in accordance with generally accepted audit- 
ing standards, and accordingly included such tests and other 
procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


During the year, certain members contributed or pledged 
funds to assist in relocating the Chamber's premises. Because 
of their nature, it was not practicable to verify independently 
these contributions, but the amounts shown in the accompany- 
ing statements are in agreement with the records of the 
Chamber. 

In our opinion, except for the possibility of adjustments 
had the contributions been susceptible of complete audit verifi- 
cation, these financial statements present fairly the financial 
position of the Hamilton and District Chamber of Commerce 
at December 31, 1980 and the results of its operations and 
the changes in its cash position for the year then ended in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles 
applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

(1) Summary of significant accounting policies — 
(a) Basis of accounting: 
The accrual basis of accounting is generally used 
in the preparation of the financial statements. 
Under this method membership revenues and 
expenses are recorded in the period to which 
they relate and other revenue is recorded when 
earned. Contributions from members to assist 
in the relocation of the Chamber's premises 
are recorded in the statement of surplus. 
(b) Inventories: 
The inventories consist of food and bar supplies 
held for resale and are valued at the lower of 


cost and net realizable value with cost deter- 
mined on a first-in, first-out basis. 


(c) Fixed assets: 

Fixed assets consisting of furniture, fixtures and 
leasehold improvements, are recorded at cost 
less accumulated depreciation and amortiza- 
tion. Gains or losses on the disposal of fixed 
assets are included in the statement of revenues 
and expenses and the cost and accumulated 
depreciation and amortization related to these 
assets are removed from the accounts. 

Depreciation of furniture and fixtures is computed 
at 10% of cost on a straight-line basis and 
amortization of leasehold improvements is pro- 
vided on a straight-line basis over the term of 
the lease.

Expenditures for repairs and maintenance are 
charged to operations as incurred. 


(2) Relocation Project — 

During 1980 the Chamber moved its offices and club 
facilities to a new location. In total, $486,865 was 
spent, of which $468,615 was for new furniture, fix- 
tures and leasehold improvements and the balance, 
$18,250, for relocation expenses including a loss on 
the retirement of certain fixed assets. 

To assist in financing the relocation, the following funds 
were obtained:

At December 31, 1980 there were relocation pledges 
outstanding from members amounting to approxi- 
mately $30,000. These amounts will be included in 
surplus as they are received and it is estimated 
$23,000 will be received in 1981 and $7,000 in 1982. 


(3) Commitment — 
The Chamber has agreed to lease its new facilities for 
a ten year period commencing June 1, 1980 with a 
further ten year renewal option. After certain special 
allowances and concessions have been realized the 
minimum annual rental will be approximately $75,000. 
In addition, the Chamber is also committed to lease cer- 
tain office equipment until 1984 at an annual cost of 
$10,000.
